WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (AP) 
—Four Democrats in Congress 
said today they feel President 
Eisenhower has handed them 
“on a platter” an easy way to 
short-circuit the controversial 
Dixon-Yates power contract. 
The four, Senators Albert 
Gore of Tennessee and John J. 
Sparkman of Alabama and Re 
resentatives Chet Holifield of 
California and Joe L. Evins of 
Tennessée, referred in separate 
interviews to the President's 
budget request for $6,500,000 
for Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity transmission lines. 

The TVA lines would connect 
in the middle of the Mississip- 
1 river with those from the

Nicaraguan President Suggests 
Costa Rican Rebels Make Truce 


Somoza Urges Terms Be Return of Exiles 
and Free Elections — Revolutionists 
‘in Bad Shape,’ He Says. 


MANAGUA, Jan. 22 (AP)— 
Apparently writing off the Costa 
Rican revolt as hopeless, Nica- 


moza said last night the rebels 
should accept a truce if the San 
Jose Government allows its 
exiles to return to Costa Rica 
and promises free elections. 
The . Nicaraguan strongman 
expressed his views on the fight- 
ing in a interview after the 
Costa Rican general staff an- 
nounced in San Jose the capture 
of the last two rebel bases in 
the northwest tip of the country. 
The feeling in the Costa Rican 
capital was that the revolt was 
virtually over. 

Somoza said the rebels appear 
»in bad shape—in a difficult 
situation, with no defense 
against the fighter planes the 
United States turned over to 
(Costa Rican: President Jose) 
Figueres.“ 

OAS Requested Plane Sale. 
The United States sold four 
Mustang fighter planes to Costa 
Rica at the behest of the Or- 
ganization of American States. 
The San Jose government asked 
the OAS to intercede in the sit- 
uation, accusing Nicaragua of 
aiding the rebels. Nicaragua 
denied the charge, but an OAS 
investigating commission found 
that the insurgents had received 
help from outside Costa Rica. 
The commission set up a buf- 
fer zone over 18 miles of the 
Nicaraguan-Costa Rican fron- 
rom the Pacific ocean 
n an effort to keep the 
rebellion from flaring into open 
warfare between the two na- 


ons,

The column that took 
the city and Puerto Soley was 
commanded by Col. Frank Mar- 
shal, a Costa Rican of German 
descent. 


Quick Mop-up Predicted. 


In San Jose, sources predicted 
the remaining rebels would be 
mopped up in a day or two. Un- 
confirmed reports there said half 
of the insurgent force — esti- 
mated at 500 to 800 men — al- 
ready had fled into the buffer 
zone.

ESSEN, Germany, Jan. 22 
(AP)—Ignoring government cen- 
sure, nearly 1,000,000 West Ger- 
man coal and steel workers be- 
gan a 24-hour strike today in 
protest against what they labeled 
anti-labor statements by a Ruhr 
industrialist. 

The walkout affected 132. coal 
mines and 35 big steel works 
up and down the industrial Ruhr. 
Loss in coal production alone 
was estimated at 430,000 tons. 
Over-all loss in production was 
expected to approach $6,000,000, 
The strikers left the pits with 
the open support of the opposi- 
tion, anti-rearmament Socialist 
party, second largest in West 
Germany, 

Chancellor Adenauer’s govern- 
ment officially deplored the 
strike in advance, declaring it 
would play into the hands of 
the Communists and only bene- 


fit “those forces hoping to de- 
stroy the democratic order.” 


The immediate eause of the 
walkout was a statement by Her- 
mann Reusch, managing director 
of the big Oberhausen steel 
works. Newspapers quoted 
Reusch as saying trade unions 
“brutally blackmailed’ the West 
German Parliament into pass- 
ing the co-determination law of 
11951 which gives labor a voice 
in management. 

Behind this was labor’s broad 
fight to hold and reassert its say 
in management.

ens. They are held by perhaps as many as 20,000 
troops of Chiang Kai-shek, whose headquarters 
are more than 200 miles across open sea on For- 
mosa. Now that the Chinese Communists have 
taken Yikiangshan, an island only seven miles 
north of Upper Tachen, the Tachen group is 
under aerial bombardment if not threat of 
capture. 

‘ What if anything should the United States 
do about this situation? That is the primary 


question before President Eisenhower, Secre-. 


tary of State Dulles and Secretary of Defense 
Wilson and their military and intelligence ad- 
visers at this juncture in the Asiatic cold war. 

House Minority Leader Martin says the Pres- 
ident will send a message to Congress next 
week asking authority to define a line around 
Formosa and the Pescadores, and to defend that 
line at all costs. Mr. Martin is undoubtedly 
right in saying that Congress and the country 
would support the President in such a course. 

Other reports, however, have it that the Pres- 
ident also may seek authority for something 
quite different—that is, for using United States 
sea and air power to assist Chiang in evacuating 
his threatened forces from the Tachens. This 
would go beyond the defense of Formosa. 

Our guess is that this report of possible help 
in some uncertain evatuation of these rugged 
mainland islands is a trial balloon. Somebody 
thinks it desirable to know how the American 
people would feel about such an obvious and 
dangercus involvement. 


If that is the purpose, we are glad to oblige 
in so far as we are concerned, The Post-Dispatch 
thinks it would be an unnecessary mistake to get 
into the Chinese war by trying to help Chiang 
either defend or evacuate the Tachens. We can 
see no good in such a maneuver and it could 
lead us into the wrong war at the wrong time in 
the wrong place, to recall Gen. Bradley’s warn- 


ing words. We think this to be also the senti- 


ment of people in this country generally. 

There is a vast difference between evacuating 
Chlang's troops from the Tachens and defend- 
ing Formosa, to which we are committed, or in 
standing against aggression in Korea, where the 
authority and pledge of the U.N. were trampled 
by invaders. These islands are part of the main- 
land and of little value politically and even less 
militarily. Moreover they are virtually defense- 
less in any sustained, determined attack. 


A far sounder procedure than joining in an 
tion would be for the United States to 
redouble its efforts at working out a cease-fire 
through the U.N. A cease-fire obviously would 
net solve the problem which has a Communist 
government installed over China proper while 
a Chiang and his forces sit in exile on Formosa. 
But it could afford the start toward a solution. 

Meantime we hope the President will be in- 
fluenced not in.the slightest by belligerents such 
as Minority Leader Knowland of California. He 
and a few other Senators have been recklessly 
urging the blockade of the Chinese coast—a 
course that almost certainly would bring on 
disaster. tek

Now, in urging that this tax be cut back 
to its pre-1951 level, he argues that St. Louis 
firms are paying, about $500,000 more a year 
than if they were located in. outstate Missouri. 
The immediate question is: Does not their loca- 
tion in this complex of customers, employes, 
railroad facilities, power plants, pipe lines and 
the like provide a definite advantage over an 
outstate location, and should they not be taxed 
accordingly for the municipal services entailed? 

The amount to be saved by all those affected 
by Mr. Kaufmann’s proposed reduction is only 
$400,000 a year. Spread proportionately over 
the thousands of business establishments in the 
city, the individual savings would be slight in- 
deed. It is to be doubted that they would be 
worth the worsening in public relations which 
they imply. 

This risk is very real because Mr. Kaufmann 
uses the firm establishms<t of the earnings tax 
-—and more efficient war“ of collecting it—as 
perhaps his strongest argument for a cut in the 
older levy. Surely the people of St. Louis did 
not accept the earnings tax so that a narrower 
levy might be lightened. They accepted it to put 
the city’s finances on a better footing and to 
provide revenues for financing the city’s prog- 
ress, especially through improvement bonds. 

With the earnings tax barely established as a 
regular feature of the municipal structure and 
with a $100,000,000 bond issue under study, this 
seems a particularly inappropriate time to sug- 
gest a cut in the merchants’ and manufacturers’ 
tax. 


More Than Asked For 

One question that should be explored during 
the congressional hearings on tariff legislation 
is whether Congress ought to give President 
Eisenhower more than he asks for. 

The President asks for a three-year renewal 
of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act, and 
for authority to reduce tariffs by 5 per cent a 
year- under that act. But he also suggests that 
the present peril-point and escape clauses be 
retained. These clauses erect harriers in the 
path of tariff cuts if domestic producers claim 
potential injury from them. 


Is it wise to re-enact these clauses of the 
present law? The Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, in its study of the problem, decided 
not. That business men’s research body pointed 
out that, with the single exception of a trade 
agreement with Venezuela, no major reductions 
in American tariffs have been made while the 
peril-point provision has been in effect. The 
CED went on to conclude: 

If there is to be effective liberalization 
of the tariff, the peril-point and escape- 
clause provisions of the Trade Agreements 
Act need to be modified. In their present 


form they are in nt with effective 
tariff liberalization. 


If the CED is right—and its point of view is 
supported by other advocates of tariff Hberali- 
zation—the adoption of even a three-year Re- 
elprocal Trade law containing the present peril- 
point and escape clauses would be a meaning- 
less gesture. 

The Demotrats who wiil be in charge of 
writing the law ought to ask themselves whether, 
if they really want tariff reduction, they can 
afford to be satisfied with President Eisen- 
hower’s proposals.

did not know whether the men 
would choose tragedy or hope.

It didn’t look propitious to 
East to return a spade from his 
holding up to the J-4 in dummy 
—if South had the spade king, 
he could duck and thereby lose 
only one spade trick—and there 
was no point in returning a dia- 
mond, so East laid down the ace 
of clubs. South ruffed, led a 
diamond to the king and ruffed 
dummy’s last club, then led his 
own last diamond. Curtains! 
West was in, and his only choice 
was in how to commit suicide. 
A spade return would set up the 
king, and a club return would 
permit a spade discard from 
dummy while declarer ruffed. 

East's for a spade 
shift (after taking the first club

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“KASHA"” GIVES A NOVEL FLAVOR TO A SOUFFLE. 


O MOST of us nowadays 
buckwheat is associated with 
yeast-raised griddle cakes. 
were commonly used for 
breakfast throughout the winter 
in most colonial homes. 

The custom of serving these 
lingered for some generations. 
The batter was started with 
yeast in the fall and a cup or 
so was saved as a base for a 
new batch whenever it was 
needed throughout the winter. 
As you, know yeast has the happy 
faculty of growing and doubling 
and tripling itself. 

The whole buckwheat kernels 
were also used very much as we 
have been using rice, They were 
called groats or “Kasha.” This 
product is now well distributed 
again in whole coarse or fine 
form and has a characteristic 
flavor of its own. I like to 
cook the whole groats in plenty 
of boiling water and to drain 
them well before I dress them 
with butter and lightly browned 
almonds or other nuts. 

For some other purposes the 
groats may be cooked in less 
liquid, and this will be absorbed 
during the cooking. The souffle 
recipe age we today makes an 
interes luncheon or supper 


dish. 

You will be amazed at how 
much the groats swell during 
cooking. This increase in vol- 
ume makes them inexpensive to 
use as half a cup will serve 4 
number of persons, 

Chicken-Buckwheat Souffle. 

Two cups chicken broth, one- 
half cup brown buckwheat groats 
(Kasha), ae ye butter 
or margarine, t eggs, separ- 
ated, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder, one cup cooked, chop- 
ped chicken, one cup grated 
raw carrot, one tablespoon 
minced parsley, one small onion, 
grated, dash tabasco. 

Heat chicken broth to boiling. 
Stir in buckwheat groats. Cook 
over low heat, stirring frequent- 
ly, 10 minutes. Remove from 
heat, Stir in butter or marga- 
rine. Beat egg yolks. Add hot 
buckwheat mixture slowly. Add 
remaining ingredients except 
egg whites. Beat egg whites 
stiff. Fold in. Turn into one 
and one-half quart casserole. Set 
in pan of hot. water. Bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees)
